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Claim 51 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Nowhere in the specification are the claimed 
groups recited. 

Claims 17, 18, 23, 24, 50, 51, 53-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. first 
paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for polymerizable material 
with unsaturated carbon-carbon bonds, does not reasonably provide enablement for 
any unsaturated functional group. The specification does not enable any person skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Applicants disclose (page 8 lines 
3-12, page 8 Iine19- page 9 line 8) Polymers synthesized from monomers possessing 
unsaturated carbon-carbon bonds. No other unsaturation is specified. 

Claims 17, 18, 23, 24, 50, 51, 53-61 rejected. 

Claims 52, 62-63 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
